The Arkansas is plated with two thick- 
nesses of railroad iron placed transversely, 
and is alone considered more than a match 
for the combined Federal flotilla. The Beau- 
regard is a wooden boat with thirty inches of 
compressed cotton placed between heavy 
wooden timbers 18 inches thick, making a re- 
sistan vc to our shot of over five feet of wood 
and cotton. This they also consider Impreg- 
nable. 

The rebels are thorouchly informed as to 
the construction of our boats, and think they 
have discovered and 
pointa. They (the above two) are built 
upon a different model, are long and narrow, 
furnished with engines of enormous power, 
with al! the modern improvements and provid. 
ed with the prow ala Merrimac.
